NOTE: The proposed amendments to claims 32, 37, and 48 alter the scope of the claims such that the flap portions 
need not be surrounded by the lumbar support element, as recited in proposed claim 35. This new issue would require further search and 
consideration of the lumbar support art. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the finality of the rejection 
mailed 30 June 2005 is improper because the amended claims filed 16 June 2005 contain additional elements that would make the 
claims allowable or necessitate new grounds of rejection. Moreover, Applicant states that there was a failure to "properly consider these 
additional elements when issuing rejections of the claims, as is described in detail". See page 1 of Applicant's Remark filed 30 August 
2005. However, the remaining statements in the Remarks do not address any improper consideration of additional claim elements filed 
16 June 2005. The final rejection of 30 June 2005 is proper because all the claims were drawn to the same invention claimed in the 
earlier application, i.e. a lumbar support mechanism, and would have been properly finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in 
the next Office action if they had been entered in the earlier application . 
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
